S. Teague have j u s t 
completed a 3-year study of vita­ 
min B12 supplementation, using 
664 pigs weaned at 
an 
aver­ 
age of eight weeks of age. They 
conducted nine separate studies 
during the 3 
■ year 
period. 
Results showed no performance 
advantage from adding vitamin 
B-12 to the ration. 
Although the above-ground por­ 
tion of growing pasture crops con­ 
tains l i t t l e or no “ B-12 activi­ 
ty’’. previous research bad sug­ 
gested that pigs fed 
an all-plant 
ration on pasture didn't need a 
dietary source of this important 
vitamin. 
A level of IO mg. per ton of total 
r a t i o n had been suggested as 
the B-12 requirem ent for pigs fed 
in dry lot. It appeared that if a 
dietary source of the vitamin was 


needed, the need should be similar 
for animals on pasture and those 
in dry lot.

Is there a shortage of sugar? 
Should we buy a large supply now 
before it is all gone? 
Much has 
been said recently 
about the sugar situation. Prices 
have risen sharply since the be­ 
ginning of the year. 
However, according to the Unit­ 
ed States Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture the sugar tonnage available 
to the U n i t e d 
States in 
1963 
will likely maintain approxim ate­ 
ly the same average per capita 
distribution 
during 
1958 - 
1962. 
Therefore, there should not be a 
shortage of sugar unless consum­ 
ers change their normal buying 
habits and start hoarding. 
Here in the United States, the 
consumption requirement for 1963 
has been estimated at 10.400.000 
tons. Of this, 5,703.463 tons w i l l 
come from domestic sources with 
the rem ainder imported from for­ 
eign countries. 
The United States is the world’s 
largest importer of sugar. Prior 
to 1960. approximately oneAhird 
of the total 
sugar requirement 
came from Cuba. 
Within the U.S. a little 
more 
than half of the available sugar 
goes to industrial users, principal­ 
ly canners, confectioners, bakers, 
soft drink bottlers and manufac­ 
turers of ice cream and condens­ 
ed milk.

Sudangrass is a summer annual 
that is drought and heat tolerant 
and is suited for 
use as supple­ 
mental pasture on green-chop. 
It is not exceptionally produc­ 
tive during 
extreme droughts, 
but it can be very productive 
during hot sum m ers when ade­ 
quate moisture and fertility are 
available. 
Considerable 
interest is 
being 
expressed in sudangrass and the 
newer sudangrass - sorghum cros­ 
ses. There are relatively few acres 
of sudangrass g r o w n in Ohio 
but the acreage is expected to in­ 
crease. 
G reater yields from new sudan­ 
grass 
and 
sudan-sorghum 
cross 
varieties and 
occasional loss of 
stands of perennial forage crops 
have resulted in increased interest. 
* * * 
PIPER, Greenleaf and Lahoma 
ane tile recommended sudangrass 
varieties for Ohio. Piper is the 
most outstanding of these variet­ 
ies. 
A large number of sudan-grass- 
sorghum crosses have been releas­ 
ed recently for use as sudangrass. 
Generally, the crosses have been 
more 
v i g o r o u s 
than 
Piper, 
Greenleaf, Lahoma and other sud­ 
angrass varieties in the early part 
of the season or when allowed to 
grow to maturity. 
Field reports from various states 
have been conflicting concerning 


I the relative merits of the crosses 
and 
sudangrass 
varieties 
under 
multiple 
harvesting 
or grazing 
management. 
Some states found that the 
crosses yielded no more than 
Piper when three or more har­ 
vests were taken. Others found 
that the crosses retained a yield 
advantage over Piper when three 
or more harvests were taken. 
Ohio tested two sudangrass-sor- 
ghurn crosses in 1962. Just 
two 
harvests were taken and the cros­ 
ses were h i g h e r yielding than 
Piper and o t h e r sudangrass var­ 
ieties. This was not a conclusive 
test and recommendations can not 
be made from it. Further testing 
is planned. 
The protein content of the for­ 
age produced by sudangrass-sor- 


ghum crosses 
has been reported 
to be higher than in Piper. T h e 
crosses have broader leaves than 
most varieties which may partial­ 
ly account for the higher protein 
levels. 
• • • 
THE STEM diam eters of sud- 
angrass-sorghum crosses are larg­ 
er than that of Piper, Greenleaf 
or Lahoma. Varieties with thick 
stems do not tiller as well 
and 
generally do not produce as much 
regrowth as thinner stemmed var­ 
ieties. 
Observation indicates that ani­ 
mals do not 
graze the 
thicker 
stemmed varieties 
as 
efficiently 
as the finer stemmed. 
The prussic acid content of the 
sudangrass-sorghum 
crosses 
has 
been three to seven times greater 


than that of Piper. Extrem e care 
must be taken if the crosses 
are 
grazed. 
The vegetative growth should 
be more than 18 inches tall and 
be growing normally. A stunted 
plant accumulates 
the 
prussic 
acid material to very high levels. 
There is less danger from prus­ 
sic acid poisoning if the forage 
is chopped, made into silage or 
dr UmI. 
The best use of sudangrass-sor­ 
ghum crosses is for green-chop. 
These varieties may be used for 
silage but corn or hybrid sorghums 
are more productive. 
Piper, Greenleaf or Lahoma are 
best used for grazing. But they 
are also useful for green-chop be­ 
cause of their prolific regrowth po­ 
tential.

Tough Nut To Crack 


Average sugar crop in Cuba before the 
Castro revolution was 6 million metric tons 
a year, despite artificial restrictions plac­ 
ed on production T h i s year, acccording 
to an official Cuban news broadcast from 
Ha vana. it will be less than 3 million tons. 
Cuban President Dorticos said that the 
production loss should be the cause of “ la­ 
m e n t” in his nation. And it is not difficult 
to understand why. 
First, Cuba is obligated to sell to other 
communist nations 4.8 million tons of su- 
jgar annually through 1965 — including 3 
million 
tons 
to 
the 
Soviet 
U n i o n 
alone. These commitments are in return 
ior the massive military and economic aid 
poured into the island nation by the com­ 
munist bloc. 
Last year Cuba did not meet its com­ 
mitment.1-. with its total production falling 
to 4.8 million tons. This vear. with the to- 
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tai down another 2 million tons, the com­ 
munist bloc nations will be shorted again. 
Second, living conditions in Cuba are 
steadily 
deteriorating. 
Shortages of 
all 
basic foods and goods exist with rationing 
and queues being commonplace. The black 
market flourishes. 
Reasons for the sugar crop decline are 
several — including the severing of U.S.- 
Cuban ties which has prevented replace­ 
ment of parts for sugar mills and has 
created shortages in equipment and sup­ 
plies. But the greatest cause of the crop 
failure is the disinclination of Cubans to 
work for the state-operated cane farms. 
Agriculture 
again is proving the nut 
communist tyranny finds hardest to crack 
— as it was in Russia and China. This is 
because farming requires the loving atten­ 
tion of men who know the soil, not the 
oppressive attention of bureaucrats who 
know oniv their orders. 


Smooth Tires Unlawful 


Under a new law, motorists in New York 
state can be fined if their cars are found 
to have smooth tires. Most states have rul­ 
es that cars m u s t have safe equipment, 
but these are s e l d o m enforced. Perio­ 
dic inspections are held but despite them 
m a n y cars are on the highways with bad 
brakes bad tires, broken windshields and 
other defective parts. 
Traffic safety programs consist essen­ 
tially of three general approaches — edu­ 
cation, engineering and enforcement. The 
first aims to reform poor drivers, the sec­ 
ond to improve bad highways, and the third 


to bar both poor drivers and those with un­ 
safe automobiles from the roads. 
New York officials believe that the high­ 
way toll is becoming so serious that tight­ 
ening up on the enforcement program is 
needed. It seems likely that other states 
will do likewise as the outcry about the 
carnage on the highways becomes louder. 
But not until.

measure of personal responsibility. B u t 
this needs to be undergirded with better 
enforcement. New York is setting the pace 
in one particular by its new law.
